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A E. A. Seeks to Avoid 
Conflict i in Parts Sales 


Montreal, June 22.—The grow- 

ing importance of the automotive 
industry as a whole, bringing 
with it increased numbers of 
prolems of capital interest to the 
trade of manufacturing, jobbing 
and retailing, was reflected in 
last week's spirited sessions in 
the jobbers’ division and manu- 
facturers’ division of the Auto- 
motive Equipment Association. 

In manufacturers’ division, 
presided over by the association’s 
commissioner, W. M. Webster, an 
instructive address was delivered 
by W. L. Graham, of the mer- 
chandising department of the asso- 
ciation, in which he asked for his 
department greater support from 
the members present when efforts 
were being made in the field to 
further the ends of better mer- 
chandising as well as increased 
sales. At present, said the speaker, 
“the merchandising department of 
the association is only getting 10 
per cent. of the support it should 
have from the manufacturers, 
where the interest should be 100 
per cent. to a department of the 
A. E. A., which has 95 per cent. of 
the problems of the association.” 
Mr. Graham was followed by Harry 
Kirkland, whose theme was, “Why 
the Necessity for Merchandising.” 

An interesting discussion took 
place on the respective fields of the 
jobber, manufacturer of cars, man- 
ufacturer of automobile parts an‘ 
accessories, and retail dealer, with 
the continued encroachment on 
these several fields by the manu- 
facturer in general, but especially 
that of the jobbers, whose meeting 
at the same time in a different part 
of the hotel was waxing equally 
warm over what was to be done 
and how best to approach the 
manufacturer on the subject of his 
unintentional poaching. 

The situation as to manufac- 
turers of parts and accessories, 
even of manufacturers of cars 
entering into the accessory field 
and thereby more or less en- 
croaching on the jobbers’ legit- 
timate field, was one of the seri- 
ous problems of the association, 
said the commissioner of the as- 
sociation, He declared it was 
not fair for jobbers to ask manu- 
facturers to do something that 
they themselves were not willing 
to do, but said that he would ask 
manufacturers to refrain from 
selling accessories outside of 
those of his immediate product.

City, June 22.— The 
foreign invasion the 
sports world has ever 
seen will be launched next year 
with the possibility of it coming 
still earlier, according to informa- 
tion which has been received by 
J. N. Hewitt, president of the 
Atlantic City Motor Speedway. 

It will be an invasion of the 
American automobile racing world

Washington, June 22.—RHepre< 
sentatiy<«s of American autom 
tive ma: ufactnrers were wa 
today by Dr. Jutius Kicin, 
rector of the bnreau of foréign 
and domesiic commerce of the 
Department oi Commerce, against 
signing small contracts with ad- 

vertising agencies in France. 

It was revealed that American 
business men are solicited while in 
Paris, an@ after signing a contract 
with the idea of testing local pub- 
lications or agencies, find that they 
are bound for one year to pay 
commissions, although they hold 
the right to change the agency. 

This condition is made possible, 
it was pointed out, by the rules of 
the French Publicity Association. 
The rule has been upheld in sev- 
eral French courts and_ several 
questionable agencies have taken 


advantage of it to the extent of in- | 


ducing business men to sign a small 
contract by offering them extreme- 
ly low rates. 4 

The representative of an Ameri- 
can motor car manufacturer, wish- 
ing to protect himself before tying 
up with a certain agency, specified 
that the contract should permit 
him to change the agency at any 
time. However, when the change 
was made commissions went to the 
original agency on advertising 
placed through another agency, the 
advertiser being forced to pay 
double commissions as a result. 

“This condition is brought to the 
attention of American business men 
so that in the future,’ said Dr. 
Klein, ‘“‘they may avoid unfor- 
tunate experiences with agencies 
taking advantage of this provision 
of the French advertising code.’ 


POLISH GAS OUTPUT
